SLACKERS IN CITY 


Superintendent Hrrlenian of Labor 


Bmplorm«nt Office. Appears to 


Ask for Cooperation. 


The labor slrortag^ as it affects Con- 


nfcllsvillo was the theme of <iiscussion 
At the me&UAg of council last eretning, 
taking precedence over other matters 
presented. D. T. HirJemau, superin- 
tendent ot the office opened n«re by 
th« United States Erni»loim*Tit Serv- 
ice, ami State Inspector James S. Dorr 
appeared before cooi&cil to solicit th« 
aid_Df the solans in rounding up labor 
slackers and compelling them to get 
to Trorlc. Bota eaid the situation is 
serious and both conluoded that it 
couM be materially relieved by put- 
ting to -work men in Connellsrilie who 
arc not usefolly employed. 


Mr. Hrrleman made the statement 


that by this evening ho would have a 
list of 100 men of various ages in -the 
city -who should be at work and are 
not. He did not reveal the -identity ot i 
any and council was not in a position 
to say wiat it could do to tetp fdm 
oat 
All -were agreed, however, that 


slacken! should be put to work -with- 
out-delay. 


Various means of learning who are 


not working regularly were suggest- 
ed, among them the employment oj an 
officer to visit pool rooms and bars 
twice daily or so to get a line on« fre- 
quenters of the place. This was not 
adopted, however. Mr. Hirieman was 
asked if the "scout" attached to his 
office could not do this, but he was oi 
the belief that the taste would inter- 
fere with his other work. There was 
suggestions tliat the pool roanis be 
closed but it developed that the pro- 
prietors have paifl county and city li- 
censes for the year. Councilman C. 
W. Utts declared UBS would be an un- 
wise step to take at any rate, since it 
had ben ruled by administration heads 
that relaxation for the laboring mr_n 
is a necessity during off hours. A 
better plan, he said, would1 be to regu- 
late them.

A post-cart! plctaro of the kjiispr,

I remem- 
ber liis donating one of them to tin 
American charity bazaar in Berlin to 
be auctioned on*. He thoaght tbat the 
fact that the card came from his im- 
perial majesty gave It a value which 
could not he measured in dollars and 
cents. A piece of jewelry or a sum 
ol money might have been duplicated 
o1- even excelled by a gift of similar 
cjnracter from any American million- 
aire—for whose wealth the kaiser fre- 
quently eipre«8pd the Dtniost contempt 
—but what could surpass the value of 
an autograph of the kaiser I 


No" doubt the royal banquets were 


prepared much upon the same prin- 
ciple, for It was a common saying 
among the German aristocracy that one 
had better feel well before going to a 
'banquet at the palace. 


I happened to mention to the kaiser 


the reputation IHs banquets held among 
his people. Bo was not at all taken 
aback. 


"That's good I" he commented. "Tha 


Germans are too fat, anyway. The ma- 
jority of the people eat too much." 


Long after 
aotomobiUns became 


more or less general, the kaiser still 
employed a horse and carriage for 
ordinary travel, relying upon his free 
use of tha railways for longer dis- 
tances. When, however, tho reichstag 
passed a law compelling'royalty to pay 
for their railroad travel, the kaiser 
look to automobiles. They charged 
him 11,000 marts, he told me, for the 
use of n train on one of his shooting 
trips, and that apparently was more 
than ho could stand. 


"Autos are expensive," he declared, 


"but they don't cost me that much I" 


The kaiser speaks English -with but 


tho slightest trace of a foreign accent 
His diction is perfect. He speaks 
French, too, very fluently, and, I be- 
lieve, Italian. Ho is widely read on 
almost ail subjects and knows the lit- 
erature of England, France and Amer- 
ica as well as that of Germany. Mark 
Twain was one of his favorite Amer- 
ican authors and Longfellow his choice 
of American poets. 


He prides himself on hi3 acquain- 


tance with history and hasi little re- 
spect for tha political opinions of oth- 
ers whose knowledge ot history Is less 
complete. 


Shortly after Carnegie had donated 


five million marks to Germany to fur- 
ther world-peace, I happened to be 
talking to the kafscr of American mil- 
lionaires and tlie steelmaster was 
mentioned. 


"Of course, Carnegie is a nice old 


man and means well," remarked tho 
kaiser, condescendingly, "but be is to- 
tally ignorant of world history. He's 
jnst advanced OS five million for 
world-pence. We accepted it naturally, 
but, of course, we intend to continue 
our policy of maintaining onr army and 
navy In full strength." 


Indeed, there is baldly tmy snbject 


to which the kaiser has devoted any 
considerable attention in which he 
doesn't regard himself as the final au- 
thority. 


As an art collector and antiquarian 


he claims first place and he Is rather 
inclined to fce^ that second place 
should be left vacant. He aways re- 
sented very moch the acquisition by 
American millionaires of art treasures 
and antiquities which their wealth en- 
r.bled them to buy, but which their 
. limited acquaintance with history and 
their lack o* culture and refinement 
mode tliem unable to appreciate—in 
the kaiser'3 estimation. 


Of his own taste In art litfle need tie 


said. The monnmeats which he caused 
to be erected to his ancestors and their 
advisors and which adorn the Sieges 
Alice, the street he had opened through 
the Tlergarten, especially for them, are 
at the same tLne a monument to the 
kaiser's ideas of art 
They are the 


laughing-stock ot the artistic world. 
They have been so Ireqnently defaced 
by vnndals whose artistic taste they 
offended that it was necessary to sta- 
tion policemen In the Sieges Allee to 
eoard them. Not long ago a bnrslacr 


occurred in the vicinity. The burglars 
were observed while at work and a 
startled civilian rushed to tho Sieges 
Allee to summon one of the officers 
who were known to be on guard there. 


"If you hurry," exclaimed the civil- 


ian, ercltedly, "you can catch these 
burglars red-handed." 


"I'm sorry," replied tho policeman, 


"But I cannot leavo the statues." 


Realism la th& kaiser's idea of what 


Is roost desirable in dramatic art 
When he put on "SarUaaupal," a Greek 
tragedy in pantomime, at the Berlin 
opera house, he sent professors to 
the British, museum to secure the most 
detailed information available regard- 
Ing tho costumes of the period. Every 
utensil, every article of wearing 'ap- 
parel, every button, overy ivenpon, In 
fact, every property nsetl in the play 
were to be faithfully reproduced, par- 
ticular pains being taken to produce a 
most realistic effect ia a funeral pyre 
scene in which a king ended his life. 
The kaiser sent me tickets to seejt. 


King "Edward attended the perform- 


ance at the BTlla Koyal opera and I 
asked the kaiser bow the king of Eng- 
land enjoyed It- 


"My graclou-V the kaiser replied, 


anablo to .repress his satisfaction at 
the effect the pantomime had had on 
his royal nnct*>, "why the king was 
very much alurraed -when the funeral 
pyre scene cumo ou. He thought the 
whole opera house was on flre 1" 


Perhaps the kaiser's love for details 


might b« attributed to his keen obser- 
vation. Nothing, no matter how triv- 
ial, escaped his attention. 


A couple of years before the war I 


had the empire furniture in my wait- 
ing room reapbolstered. On the very 
first occasion of the kaNer's calling at 
my office after the change he noticed it. 


"My, my, how beautiful the chairs 


look I" he eiclnimed. "Good enough for 
Napoleon himself." 


On another occasion, between two of 


the kaiser's vlalls, I hail had put up 
in the waiting mom n new portrait of 
Mrs. Davis. The kaiser noticed It the 
moment he caino Into the room and 
made some complimentary remark 
about It 


Tho kaiser freqiiently acrnscd the 


Americans of being dollar-worshlpcra 
and the English of being ruled by 
Mammon, but that he himself was not 
totally unmindful oj thr value and 
power of money was clearly rovcaled 
by the manner in v,hlrh he catered to 
people of wealth in roceat years. 


The richest nan in Berlin and one 


of the richest In Germany »aa a ITc- 
bmv coal magnate, named 
Fried- 


lander. Tiie kulser ennobled him and 
made h[ni Von Frledlaader-Puld. An- 
other 'wealthy Hebrew to whom the 
kaiser catered was Schwabaclv, head 
of the Blelchroedcr bank, one of tha 
strongest private banks in Germany, 
and be, too, was ennobled, becoming 
Von Schwabach. 


A number of other wpnltny Hebrews 


In Germany were also honored by the 
fcaiser in another way. 
Although lo 


was averse to visiting the Uornes of 
private individuals who lacked social 
standing, he departed from Ills rale In 
their favor and visited tl>elr mansions 
ostensibly to view their art collections, 
bnt actually to ticfelo tnelr vanity. 


Shortly after Leishman became am- 


bassador to Germany, tho kaiser culled 
on me. 


'Tour new ambassador's daughter Is 


tlie best looking young lady who has 
attended our conn In many a flay," ho 
declared. "Half a dozen of my young 
stafC officers are very anxious to marry 
her. Can you tell me, 0avls, whether 
these Leishmans have money?" 


If the kaiser despised tho American 


propensity for money-maklDS. he was 
certainly not averse to acquiring 
American dollars. 


He told me once that every trip tho 


Hamburg-American 
liner 
Amertka 


made from New York to Hamburg re- 
sulted In transferring ?150,OCO from 
American to German pockets, and 
added: "We're mighty glad to get some 
of your American money, I can tell 
you," 


Ot the kaiser's versatility I had 


convincing; evidence. In his conversa- 
tions with me wo usually wandered 
from subject to subject In the most 
haphazard manner, and he Invariably 
displayed a surprising store of infor- 
mation on every topic wo tonched, and 
I am not vain enongh to believe tout 
be was so anxious to make a favorable 
Impression, upon me that he prepared 
for these discussions tn advance. 


Indeed, the kaiser discussed so free- 


ly almost every subject tfcat suggested 
Itself that I often wondered what his 
advisors would have said bad they 
overheard our conversations. His read- 
iness to tnlfe to me was undoubtedly 
due to a tendency he had to trust 
every one with whom he came in Inti- 
mate contact For a man. who was apt 
to have so many enemies, he was less 
suspicions than anyone I had ever 
met He seemed to trust every one, and 
his sense of security unloosened bis 
tongue and made him more talkative, 
perhaps, than was always discreet. 


Tba kaiser was very fond of listen- 


Ing to and tellln;- storias with a point 
and would frequ-artly Invite me to tell 
him any new 01 e that I might have 
beard. Some oi' the stories we ex- 
changed were mere or less risque and 
would be out of place ia these pa#es, 
but I do aot aiian to^Jntlmate that 
there ivas anything .ver/%ntch antlaa 


with them. They Sways amused him 
very n,uch and ho was quick .to catch, 
the point 


The kaiser's sense of humor fre- 


quently exhibited itself. He told mo 
of a conference between representa- 
tives of all the powers regarding the 
selection of n king for Albania after 
tho Balkan war. Some of those present 
thought the Incumbent ought to be a 
Catholic, others Insisted that a Greek 
Catholic v>as essential, still others 
maintained that c. JIohuram<jdan would 
be most logical.
